Appellants BePugh and Peyson themselves have declared 
themselves to be "fugitives from injustice" and have publicly 
stated their intent to evade capture and return to the control

As for appellant Haughton, the United States Attorney 
■ has been informed by J. Whitfield Moody, his appointed at- 
torney, that he has not seen or heard from Mr. Kaushton since 
about one week after his appointment and that Mrs. Kaughton 
professes to believe that Mr. Kaushton is dead.
